(By Assodated Press) 
Washington, Xpril 4 — Caiaigpa 4f 
gross carelessness and negligence in 

preventing and controlling the spread 
of typhoid and paratyphoid fevers in 
the army, were made against many 
medical ofiScers serving with the 
forces overseas, in a circular pnblidi- 
ed hy the Chief, Surgeon of the Amer- 
ican EzpeAtionarjr Forces, and made 
public here today. In connection with 
warnings that vaccination does not 
give complete immunity from typhoid, 
the Chief Surgeon cited many instan- 
ces where epidonics prevailed among 
the troops, ervedally dnrinj( the last 
offsadve on - the western- fiK^kt^ and 
declares that many officers utterly 
failed to grasp the significance of 
these reports and warnings due to 
false belief that vaccination gave im- 
munity. The circular issued disdosed 
that-V6 per coit of the tcoopa in the 
Chateau Thierry offensive were afflict- 
ed wi^ dianhoea, and that itfter the 
Argonne <^ensTve typhoid was report- 
ed from virtuidly all divisions.
